Article 02: Noise Ordinance 


Are you in favor of the adoption of the following ordinance to the Town of South Hampton as proposed 
by the Selectmen: 


NOISE ORDINANCE 
1, PURPOSE AND INTENT 


It is declared to be the intent of the Town of South Hampton to promote an environment free from excessive 
noise which jeopardizes the health and welfare of the citizens of the Town of South Hampton and degrades the 
quality of life in this community, without unduly prohibiting, limiting or otherwise regulating the function of certain 
noise producing equipment which is not amenable to such controls yet is essential to the economy and quality of 
life of the community. Under the authority granted to the Town pursuant to RSA31:39, the Town adopts the 
Noise Ordinance to achieve these goals. This Ordinance promotes inspection and enforcement by defining 
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offenses and penalties. 


2. PROHIBITED SOUNDS 

Because the creation and/or maintenance of loud, unnecessary or unusual noises, within the Town of South 
Hampton, which are prolonged, unusual and unnatural in their time, place and use, detrimentally affects 
public health, comfort, convenience, safety, welfare and prosperity of Town citizens, the Town deems it 
necessary and appropriate to enact the following provisions and prohibitions which are declared NOISE 
DISTURBANCES PROHIBITED BY THIS ORDINANCE: 


a. Loud Noises 
Making loud or unreasonable noises in a public place, or making loud or unreasonable noises in a private place that 
can be heard in a public place or other private places which can disturb a person of average sensibilities. 


Disrupting the orderly conduct of business in any public or governmental facility. 
Disrupting any lawful assembly or meeting of persons without lawful authority. 


Creating any sound that endangers or injures the safety or health of a person or annoys or disturbs a 
reasonable person of normal sensitivities or that can cause one or more of the following effects: 


1.Temporary or permanent hearing loss in persons exposed. 

2. Injury to or tendency to injure. 

3. Unreasonable interference with the comfortable and reasonable enjoyment of life or property or interference 
with the conduct of business. 

4. Exceeding the limits or restrictions established herein or pursuant to the granting of any permit by the Town. 


b. Radios, Stereos, Musical Instruments, PA Systems, etc. 


The using, operating or permitting to be played of any radio receiving set, musical instrument, stereo, public address 
system, or other machine, device or computer for the producing or reproduction of sound in such a manner as to 
disturb the health, safety and welfare of the neighboring inhabitants at any time and in such a manner as to be 
louder than normal conversation at the property line or fifty feet from an individual or vehicle on any public 
or private way or property. 


c. Construction and/or Repairing of Buildings or Property. 


The erection (including excavation), demolition, blasting (demolition using explosives), alteration or repair of any 
building or property that generates noise other than between the hours of 7:00AM and 8:00PM, except in the 
cases of an emergency in the interest of public health and safety. All equipment used for construction shall have 
properly installed and maintained silencing systems as originally furnished by the equipment manufacturer. This 
ordinance forbids the use of unmuffled exhaust or intake systems on mobile or stationary equipment. 


d. Yelling, Shouting and the like. 


Yelling, shouting, hooting, whistling, singing that is louder than normal conversation at the property line or 
fifty feet from an individual or vehicle on any public or private way or property so as to annoy or disturb 
the quiet, comfort or repose of persons in any office, dwelling, or other type of residence, or of any persons in the 
vicinity. 

e. Animals, Birds and the like. 

The keeping of any animal, bird or pet which by causing frequent noise lasting more than 30 minutes 
continuously or totaling 45 or more minutes of intermittent sustained noise in any given day, or if it makes 


noise during the night hours so as to disturb the peace and quiet of the neighborhood or area, shall be considered to 
be disturbing the comfort and repose of any person in the vicinity. 


f. Fireworks. 
Use in accordance with RSA 160-B:1-23 is allowed between sunset and 10:00 PM from July 1 through July 7 


and New Year's Eve. Use outside permitted times will be prima facie evidence that the user has violated this 
ordinance. Law Enforcement Officers may confiscate any and all remaining fireworks on-site. 
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g. Firearms. 


Firearms may not be discharged under the circumstances prohibited by RSA 207:37a, RSA 208:8 and RSA 644:13, 
and/or rules and regulations governed by the NH Fish and Game Authority. 


h. Misuse of Power/Loud, Unusual or Other Unnecessary Noise. 


Any noise occasioned by any one or more of the following actions of the operator of any on road or off road 
vehicle including trucks, tractor trailers, : 


41. Misuse of power exceeding tire traction limits in acceleration, sometimes known as "laying down rubber" or 
"peeling rubber", or; 

2. Misuse of braking power exceeding tire traction limits in deceleration where there is no emergency or; 

3. Rapid acceleration by means of quick up-shifting of transmission gears with either a clutch and 

manual transmission or an automatic transmission, or; 

4. Rapid deceleration by means of quick downshifting of transmission gears with either a clutch and 

manual transmission or an automatic transmission or; 

5. Racing an engine by manipulation of the accelerator, gas pedal, carburetor, or gear selection whether the 
vehicle is either in motion or standing still, or; 

6. The blowing of any horn except as a warning signal or the use of any other noise-making device, whether 
the vehicle is in motion or standing still, or; 

7. No trucks, tractor trailers or other motor vehicles (excluding passenger vehicles) shall be started or idled 
between the hours of 8 pm and 7 am. 

8. Use of inadequately muffled Jake (compression) brakes is not allowed except in emergency. 


EXEMPTIONS - THIS ORDINANCE SHALL NOT APPLY TO NOISE EMITTED OR RELATED TO 
THE FOLLOWING: 


1. Persons operating vehicles, machinery or equipment while engaged in snow clearance or snow removal 
operations so long as such operations are performed within 3 days of the cessation of a winter storm resulting in the 
accumulation of at least 3 inches of snow within the Towr's limits. 


2. Noise created by emergency vehicles in response to or relating to an emergency. 
3. Noise from domestic power equipment operated between the hours of 7:00AM and 8:00PM. 


4. Noise created to perform emergency work to restore property to a safe condition following an emergency or work 
required to protect persons or property from exposure to imminent danger of damage. This includes noise from 
power generating equipment. 


5. The existing gun club in accordance with RSA 159-B. 
6. The legal use of firearms. 
ENFORCEMENT AND PENALTIES 


Penalty: Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall result in a written warning OR a fine of 
$50.00 for the first offense, $100.00 for the second offense or $150.00 for a third or subsequent offenses. The fine 
shall be paid within ten (10) business days of its issuance, and any person failing to make payment within the said 
ten (10) business days shall be charged interest at the rate of eighteen (18) percent per annum. 


Manner of Enforcement: Town Officials and Agents shall serve violations of this ordinance in the same manner as 
violations of other ordinances of the Town of South Hampton. The Board of Selectmen of the Town of South 
Hampton, or their Agents, may bring forward and prosecute complaints regarding non-compliance with this 
ordinance. Town Officials and Agents are empowered to seek any and all relief available under the law, including but 
not limited to fines, fees, reimbursement of attorney's fees and injunctive relief. 


SEVERABILITY 
The provisions of this ordinance are severable. If any provision of the ordinance or its application to any person or 


circumstance is held invalid, such invalidity will not affect other provision or applications of the ordinance which 
can be given effect without the invalid provisions or applications.

DEFINITIONS OF WORDS USED IN THIS ORDINANCE 


Construction: means any and all physical activity necessary or incidental to the erection, placement, demolition, 
assembling, altering, cleaning, repairing, installing or equipping of buildings and other structures, public or private 
highways, roads, premises, parks, utility lines or other property and shall include land clearing, grading excavation, 
filling and paving. 


Demolition: means any dismantling, intentional destruction or removal of structures, utilities, public or private right- 
of- way surfaces or similar property. 


Domestic Power Equipment: means power equipment intended for use in residential areas by homeowners. 
Examples include, but are not limited to, chain saws, log-splitters, power saws, drills, grinders, lawn and garden 
tools, power generating equipment and off road vehicles. 


Emergency: means any occurrence or set of circumstances involving actual or imminent physical trauma or 
property damage that demands immediate action. 


Fireworks: means any composition or device designed to produce a visible or an audible effect by 
combustion, deflagration, or detonation, as defined in 27 C.F.R. section 555:11 or as otherwise defined by RSA 
160 - C:1 


Muffler: means a device consisting of a series of chambers or baffle plates or other mechanical design for the 
purposes of receiving exhaust gases and effectively reducing noise. RSA 259:66 


Noise Disturbance: means causing a breach of the peace, public inconvenience, annoyance or alarm, or 
recklessly creates a risk thereof. 


Night: means the period between sunset and sunrise. 


Person: means an individual, partnership, association, firm, syndicate, company, trust, corporation, 
department, bureau or agency or any other entity recognized by law as having rights and duties. 


Tractor-Trailer: means any truck, tractor and semi-trailer. RSA257:109. 


Truck: means every motor vehicle designed, used or maintained primarily for the transportation of property. 
RSA 259:115-b

Article 03: Sign Ordinance 


Are you in favor of the adoption of the following amendment to the Zoning Ordinances of the Town of South Hampton 
as proposed by the Planning Board: 

Recommended by Planning Board (5-0) 

Article XX. SIGNS (Adopted 3/13/90, amended March 8,2016) 


A. Purpose: The purpose of this ordinance is to permit signs that will not by reason of size, location, construction or 
manner of display, endanger public health and safety. 


B. Definitions: 
1. Area: The area of one side of a not more than two sided sign, or one half of the total area of more than two sides. 


2. Sign: Any surface, fabric, device or display which bears lettered, pictorial, or sculptured material designed to 
convey information visually and which is exposed to public view. 


C. Enforcement: 


1. The Building Inspector shail be the administrative officer of this ordinance. 
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2. No sign shall be erected, moved or altered until a permit therefore is issued under the terms of this ordinance. 
3. All unused sign permits shall expire one (1) year from the date of issuance. 


4. All applications for sign permits shall be accompanied by an acceptable sketch of the proposed sign, and an 
indication of the location and dimensions of all existing signs located on the lot or tract. 


D. General Provisions: 
1. No sign in a Residential District shall be illuminated. 


2. No sign in a Commercial or Industrial District shall be internally illuminated, flashing, or animated, nor shall 
any illuminated sign or advertising outline any part of a building such as a gable, roof, sidewalk or corner. 


3. The maximum height of all signs shall not exceed fifteen (15) feet above grade, as determined by the average 
ground level around the sign. 


4. There shall be permitted in the following zones no permanent signs larger than: 
a. Four (4) square feet in any Residential District. 

b. Thirty-two (32) square feet in any Commercial District. 

c. Thirty-two (32) square feet in any Industrial District. 


5. Every sign shall be constructed of durable material and shall be maintained in good condition and repair at 
all times. 


6. Illuminated roadside signs shall not remain lit after 9:30 p.m.. 

7. No sign shall be located within the right-of-way of any town road, nor shall it obstruct driving sight distance. 

8. Any sign in the Historic Districts shall require approval of the Historic District Commission prior to being erected. 
E. Number of Signs: 

1. No more than one (1) freestanding sign shall be permitted on any lot. 

2. Asingle freestanding sign is permitted for each business in the Commercial and Industrial Districts except: 


a. Where two or more businesses share a lot or tract, a single freestanding sign is permitted for the entire lot or 
parcel. 


F. Exceptions: 


1. In the Rural Residential District, the Zoning Board of Appeals may allow a business two additional non- 
illuminated seasonal signs, each not to exceed eight (8) square feet in area, for a period not to exceed eight (8) 
months a year. 


2. One temporary sign is permitted on any lot or parcel, provided it is unlit, is located ten (10) feet away from the 
right-of-way, does not exceed eight (8) square feet in area, and is removed within six (6) months. No lot or parcel 
may display a temporary sign for more than six (6) months per year. 


3. In the Commercial and Industrial Districts, the Zoning Board of Appeals may allow a South Hampton business 


to place two (2) signs located off the site of the business. These signs must not exceed four (4) square feet in 
area, and meet all the other provisions of this ordinance.

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I. INTRODUCTION 


Town officials in South Hampton, like their counterparts in other communities in New 
Hampshire, expend a great deal of effort each year establishing a municipal budget. 
This budget must realistically balance the needs and costs of delivering services to their 
constituents while at the same time staying within the financial constraints of available 
tax revenues. Acknowledging the uncertainty of the annual budgetary process, the Gen- 
eral Court authorized the use of a Capital Improvements Program (CIP) to aid town offi- 
cials in scheduling the investment of Town resources. 


New Hampshire RSA 674:5-7 provides legal guidance as to authorization, purpose, de- 
scription and preparation of the CIP. 


674:5 Authorization - Ina municipality where the planning board has adopted a master 
plan, the local legislative body may authorize the planning board to prepare and amend a recommend- 
ed program of municipal capital improvement projects projected over a period of at least 6 years. As an 
alternative, the legislative body may authorize the governing body of a municipality to appoint a capital 
improvement program committee, which shall include at least one member of the planning board and 
may include but not be limited to other members of the planning board, the budget committee, or the 
town or city governing body, to prepare and amend a recommended program of municipal capital im- 
provement projects projected over a period of at least 6 years. The capital improvements program may 
encompass major projects being currently undertaken or future projects to be undertaken with federal, 
state, county and other public funds. The sole purpose and effect of the capital improvements program 
shall be to aid the mayor of selectmen and the budget committee in their consideration of the annual 
budget. 


Once the local legislative body has authorized a Capital Improvement Plan, it and future 
updates are advisory documents. The CIP should look at least six years ahead in its rec- 
ommended program of major capital projects and expenditures. 


II. SOUTH HAMPTON CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


South Hampton’s Capital Improvements Program proposes a schedule for all anticipat- 
ed major Town expenditures for a period of six years (seven for the Highway Dept.). 
Each expenditure scheduled includes a narrative description to help classify projects ac- 
cording to urgency and benefits of implementation. This program, when adopted and 
fully utilized, ensures that the services and facilities necessary for the community’s 
needs are provided according to South Hampton’s financial capabilities. 
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In this document, the Planning Board defined a capital improvement as: a major, gen- 
erally non-recurring, expense of $5,000 or more falling into one of these categories: 


. Purchase of land for public purposes 


. Purchase, construction, or rehabilitation of a municipal building or facility 

. Construction of roads, drainage facilities, bridges or similar projects 

. Preparation of studies or architectural/engineering plans relative to the above 
. Purchase of vehicles 

° Purchase of equipment with a life expectancy of over five years 


Advantages of a Capital Improvement Program 


The adoption and implementation of a CIP offers many advantages: 


it. Stabilizes year to year variation in capital outlays. By examining pro- 
jected operating expenditures and revenues over the six-year period, available funding 
can be evaluated and capital projects prioritized and scheduled to temper tax impacts. 


o Make pre-emptive acquisitions more feasible and defensible. Antici- 
pating and scheduling land purchases for municipal use, recreation, preservation, etc 
. will help ensure that opportunities are taken if they arise. 


ay Supports growth control and impact fee ordinances. A current Master 
Plan and CIP are statutory prerequisites for these regulations. 


4. Facilitates implementation of the Master Plan. Prioritizing and schedul- 
ing of proposed projects over time can eliminate duplication and a random approach 
to expenditures. 


5. Provides a total picture of South Hampton’s major needs. Large ex- 
penditures will be viewed in the context of other projects, rather than in isolation as 
the needs arise. In this way, activities of municipal departments can be coordinated 
and piecemeal expenditures discouraged. 


6. Establishes a rational and defensible project schedule. Needs are eval- 
uated and prioritized in light of anticipated revenues. 


7, Serves as a public information tool. the CIP is prepared in a public forum 
and provides sound information on the Town’s plans for major expenditures. 
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II. PROJECT NARRATIONS 


Each of South Hampton’s departments was asked about their anticipated capital ex- 
penditure for the next six years. They were asked to provide a narrative description of 
the capital improvement, estimated cost and an internal department ranking or priority 
statement if more than one project was submitted. Their responses are summarized be- 
low as supporting documentation for the summary table of projects. 


Town Buildings and Grounds 
presented by Pam Noon, Board of Selectmen 


The Town Office Building needs attention. Water problems in the basement and around 
the foundation are damaging the structure and systems. Drainage around and under 
the building and the crawl space is in need of attention in order to protect and preserve 
a new boiler and the building. The projected cost, including engineering/architecture 
fees and construction is $35,000. The Town is prepared to use $10,000 from a Capital 
Reserve fund in order to reduce the tax impact to $25,000. 


The Town Office's heating system needs replacement to reduce maintenance and fuel 
costs. The current heating equipment is old, corroded and not sized for its current use. 
Its maintenance costs are extremely high. Engineering fees, construction costs and on- 
going maintenance brings the total amount of this project to $32,000. 


The Town of South Hampton is overdue for a financial audit. This audit is required by 
banks in order for the the Town to be able to borrow money. The current cost of a pro- 
fessional audit is $21,000. 


The boiler in the Town Hall must be replaced. The current boiler is over 20 years old 
and extremely inefficient. The cost of this project is $9,000. 


Painting of the interior of the Town Hall and the offices is long overdue. This is neces- 
sary for two reasons - the Town Hall and offices need to be updated and the lead needs 
to be removed. The cost of lead removal and painting is currently $25,000. An addi- 
tional $4,000 a year should be saved in a Capital Reserve fund towards the next paint- 
ing. 


There is a tremendous amount of rot and deterioration in the Town buildings. This in- 
cludes floors, joists, sills, exterior trim, windows and doors. In order to protect and pre- 
serve the buildings before it is too late the deterioration needs to be attended to. The 
cost at this time is $37,500. After completion of this project, money should be set aside 
yearly in order to continue upkeep of the buildings. The total cost of this project would 
then be $40,500. 


There is an RSA that mandates fencing around cemeteries. The fencing around the 
Town cemetery was removed and not replaced. This needs to be attended to soon. The 
cost of the fencing is $30,000. 
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The safety concerns of the Town Hall need to be attended to. The bathrooms on the 
stage and the mildew in the basement are a concern. The basement stairs need re- 
placement, and the exterior emergency exit needs to be replaced. At this time the esti- 
mated cost is $5,000. 

The Town of South Hampton would like to make urgent and much needed repairs to the 
ball field on Hilldale Ave. The amount of $2,000 has already been assigned and set 
aside for future repairs. The total amount of repairs is $25,000. 


Police Department 
presented by Acting Chief R. Roy 


The South Hampton Police Department needs to update a considerable amount of 
equipment including: Computers/digital equipment ($3,625), rifles,sights,trunk vault 
($4,300), portable breath testers (($1,000), radios ($1,250), two cameras ($5,000) and 
the purchase of pole mounted portable speed signs ($3,625). The total cost of this pro- 
ject is $25,000. 
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For years the Police Department has shared the fire department building. This ar- 
rangement has worked out well, but space is limited and the department needs change. 
An addition to the current structure is proposed. This would include a two car garage 
for police vehicles, storage area for equipment, locker room for officers, proper storage 
area for evidence and expand the E.O.C. The cost of this project is $75,000. 


Library 
presented by Carole McCarthy, Director 


The Town of South Hampton Library has 5 computers and 3 printers that are in need of 
replacement and updating. Two or more new computer work stations should be added 
to help increase use of Library services. The Library Technology CRF has an amount of 
$4,000 to offset the cost of this upgrade to the Town. The cost to the Town would be 
$8,000. 


The Library carpet needs to be replaced. The carpet has been in place since 1985. 
Cleaning it every year does not remove all the marks and stains. The carpet is worn and 
could possibly be a threat to safety in some areas. Whether carpet or tile, the floor needs 
to be addressed. The cost of this project is $5,000. 


The walls in the Library have not been repainted since 1985. They are in dire need of 
repainting. There are cracks and stains on the wall resulting from a leaking roof. These 
areas need to be repaired and painted. The cost of this project is $5,000. 


The Barnard School 


At this time the Barnard School has chosen to wait until they receive bids for specific 
projects and will approach the Town of South Hampton at that time. No project funding 
requests were presented at this time. 
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Highway Department 
presented by Joey Brunet 


The roads in South Hampton need continuous care. Repaving all 7 miles of town- 
maintained roads will cost $498,960, but we expect to spread this cost out over 7 years. 
If the salt shed can be replaced it will improve efficiency, access and storage. The cost 
of this project is $60,000. The bridge on Hilldale Ave has been red flagged by the state 
of NH for years now. It is in serious need of repair. Repairing the abutments will cost 
$190,000. A government grant has been applied for. This is our second year of the five 
year application process. In order to receive monies, matching funds must be raised. 


Fire Department 
presented by Fred Kozacka, Chief 


The South Hampton Fire Department needs a new heating system. The current system 
is over 20 years old and needs to be attended to immediately. The cost of this project is 
$29,812. 


There is also a great need for an efficient diesel exhaust removal system to be installed 
in the station. The diesel exhaust fumes cause a hazardous condition and a serious 
health risk to all the Fire and Police personnel in the station. This situation is a poten- 
tial liability to both the Town and the Fire Department. The cost of this project is 
$24,000. 


The Fire Station needs to be repaired. The back of the building is aging and needs to be 
replaced/repaired. The siding is buckling in many places, allowing rain to permeate the 
building leading to decay on the interior of the back wall. The cost of this project is 
$7,500. 
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The Fire Department needs to purchase life safety devices which will allow the South 
Hampton Rescue Service to perform at a higher level of patient care, potentially saving 
lives. The specific items requested include a Life Pack Monitor which continuously 
monitors patient vital signs and has the capability of transmitting information to area 
hospitals, traction splints, chest compression system, an auto pulse non-invasive cardi- 
ac support pump, and emergency defibrillation devices. The cost of this project is 
$24,850. 


The Fire Department is also requesting a replacement ambulance. The current ambu- 
lance is old and outdated. In order to continue to provide quality care for all of the 
South Hampton residents the current ambulance should be replaced. The ambulance 
needs to be updated to meet NFPA standards in order to continue to receive mutual aid 
from surrounding towns. The cost of this project is $50,000.

Greeting Residents, 


We were able to implement the Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) in a lot of 
areas this year. You may remember that last year there were meetings and 
hearings to write a long range plan for those things the town needs. You 
can look for the CIP in this report book. It shows what was funded at the 
last Town Meeting and what is planned for the future. It will help you to 
understand most of the warrant articles proposed this year. With the last 
payment for the school being paid in 2015, it is an appropriate time to 
address the projects the Town has been waiting to do and put some money 
away for that purpose. 


You may have noticed some improvements at the back of the Town Offices. 
The large windows, which had rotted have been replaced with new ones 
that match the front of the building. A new door was installed and the fire 
escape was checked and secured. The back door from the meeting room has 
been replaced and some rot was fixed in the area of the threshold. The 
rotted bulkhead was repaired. At the back of the Town Hall, new cement 
stairs were installed at the stage emergency exit. The porticoes were saved. 
We hope to consult an engineer this year to address the water in the 
basements of both buildings before installing heating systems. We also 
hope to paint the buildings. 


The Police Department has a new SUV that replaces the Crown Vic. We 
now have two SUVs that are equipped with theft deterrents and state of the 
art computers. We plan to put money away to build a garage behind the 
Fire Department for these vehicles. The “tent” that is there now does not 
hold both vehicles at night. 


Chief Roy has made many improvements in the Police Department. He has 
written many policies for the department that the Board of Selectman 
should review, amend, and approve this year. It is a time consuming process 
to write all of these policies but it can save the Town from litigation. The 
department has implemented regular training nights to stay up to date with 
current procedures. Some of our officers have become instructors and have 
been asked to train officers at the Police Academy in Concord. 
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The Fire Department has outfitted the “new” truck and updated the 
equipment on the others. Chief Kozacka continues to oversee the training of 
the men. Capt. Campbell helps to maintain the gear by scheduling annual 
inspections of it and the air packs. He has been invaluable with his ability to 
“fix” anything. Deputy Chief Stolworthy oversees the budget and other 
paperwork. Deputy Chief Moore has kept the vehicles running. He has 
worked “miracles” with the ambulance. With money from their budget and 
the Fire Association they have had a gas Modine type heater installed in the 
truck bays and a hotel type ductless split electric heater in the kitchen area. 
Again, both are things that were on the CIP that have been completed. 


In the past year the Board of Selectman has received many complaints of 
noise nuisances. A committee was formed from volunteers from 
neighborhoods around the town. An ordinance has been written from State 
RSAs already on the books. What we did was make exceptions to these 
rules to make it fit our town. Please read the whole ordinance so you know 
what it says. Some of it has been misinterpreted. Please call me (603-793- 
1348) if you have any questions. 


Again I am appealing to you to volunteer for a committee or Board. We do 
need you. A fresh opinion is what is needed. You have a lot of experience to 
offer the Town. The decisions you would make would be new and current. 
South Hampton needs your help. 


The past nine years that I have been on the Board of Selectman have been a 
privilege. The people that I have served with, Board members, committee 
members, departments and department heads, Angela Racine, Andrea 
Condon, Linda Doucette Cammet, Larry Baker, Joe Brunet, Budget 
Committee members, Planning Board members, Inspectors, Conservation 
Committee members, HDC members, Council on Aging people, Sharon 
Summers, and Walter Shivik have all been dedicated to the success of this 
town. I have truly enjoyed your counsel and friendship.

South Hampton Public Library had a very busy year. In spite of the difficult weather that 
began with a January 26th blizzard, the library staff bustled its way through winter adding 
new books and videos to its admirable collection. 


Every Hero Has a Story was the theme of the 2015 Summer Reading Program. South 
Hampton children visiting the library from June until August 7" were invited to do hero 
crafts, read hero (and other) books, have their pictures taken as superheroes, view the 
movie Big Hero 6, and enter a prize raffle. The program culminated with a make-your- 
own-sundae party for all registered participants. 


The library continued to strengthen its relationship with Barnard School. The library hosts 
grade 1-6 students bi-weekly for library skills enrichment and supplemental World 
Cultures education which includes special programs and read-alouds with school principal 
Kenneth Darsney and library staff. 


Students in grades k-3 participated in the Ladybug Picture Book Award program. Barnard 
students’ preference corresponded to that of the other 20,000+ New Hampshire children 
who participated: by a significant margin, they voted The Day the Crayons Quit the best 
picture book of 2015. 


Due to a lack of funding, cataloging of books (housed) at Barnard School had to be 
suspended in June 2015. There are plans to resume cataloging as soon as funding becomes 
available. 


On November 12, the community was treated to a presentation by Boston Marathon 
bombing survivor, speaker and author of the book Stronger, Jeff Bauman. 


The library was closed between holidays in December for the annual rug cleaning. 


The Friends of the Library and the Council on Aging still use the library for their 
meetings, and we are very appreciative of their support. 


Our thanks to those who purchased advertising space and those who purchased the 
community calendar, our primary fundraiser.

I want to take a moment and thank all the residents for supporting the police 
department in acquiring a new cruiser last year. The Ford Crown Victoria Sedan was an 
older cruiser that served the town well but needed to be replaced. The new cruiser, a 
2016 Ford Explorer utility vehicle, was delivered to the department in October of 2015 
and is currently being used with the other Explorer for day to day patrol. 


SOUTH HAMPTON 


The 2015 year was an extremely busy year as we re-established a training 
program to provide officers with current and required training. During the year it was a 
goal of the police department to train officers as instructors so that the quality of training 
would always improve and we could provide training to new and veteran officers while 
becoming somewhat self-sufficient. Last year we were able to certify officers as 
instructors in Defensive Tactics, Baton, OC Spray, Long Rifle, Stop Sticks, P.B.T. and 
Taser. Two people were re-certified as firearms instructors and we were able to host a 
class, put on by the DEA, to area police and fire departments on the dangers of Crystal 
Methamphetamine. 
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In 2015 our second full time officer, Jared Arsenault, resigned his full time 
position for full time employment in Brentwood NH. Jared continues to work for South 
Hampton on a part time basis. Part time Officer Jess Nisbet resigned from the South 
Hampton Police Department so that he could expand his business. 


The staffing needs of the police department are always being tested. In 2015 we 
hired two new part time officers. Thomas McNulty who is a full time officer in 
Farmington was sworn in August 2015 and Patrick McMullen a full time certified officer 
in NH was sworn in December 2015. Both have excellent qualifications and I believe 
will make a good fit for the Town of South Hampton. 


During the 2015 year the police department answered over 1900 calls for service 
ranging from medical emergencies, motor vechile crashes, thefts, disturbances, and 
property checks. 

The South Hampton Police Department stands committed to the Residents of this 
Town. We will continue to work hard to earn the public’s trust, and foster relationships 
within the community as well as other communities.

Department. We have created a good relationship with them and in turn, 
we have been able to gain even more knowledge. In particular, the newly 
retired Jerry Morrill, has been very generous in sharing his many years of 
experience with us. He recently held an Ice Rescue training class and plans 
on continuing the support to our department.

Fidelity Grange Member retires from Dictionary Project. 


The Dictionary Project at Barnard School began at Barnard School in 2004 when Mrs. K. 
ImBrescia President of the Fidelity Grange read about the project in the Grange Monthly 
Newspaper. 


The project was started by Anne Plummer of Savanah Ga in 1992 when she noticed children 
coming home from school without any books. She took her own $50.00 to by 30 Webster 
Dictionary’s and handed them out on the street to children. She became known as the 
“Dictionary Lady”. In each dictionary she handed out, she inscribed the motto of the United 
Negro College Fund, "A mind is a terrible thing to waste," supplemented by her personal 
message, "I challenge you not to waste yours." The response was So great, she put an ad in the 
newspaper for help. Different organizations came to her aid. In 1995 Mary French formed a 
501(c)(3) to raise funds to provide dictionaries to all 3" graders in South Carolina each year. The 
goal was achieved in 1999. The Dictionary Project took on a national purpose and in 2002 
expanded to include students in the country. It is now in every state in the US, Canada and the 
Virgin Islands and other countries distribute dictionaries to 3 graders. 


In 2009 the Fidelity Grange disbanded, the few granges left were adopted by Wingold Grange in 
East Kingston NH. They are still doing the dictionary project. Mrs. K ImBrescia gave up her 

“Dictionary Lady” job to Mrs. Joanne Brant of the Wingold Grange in May 2015. She was please 
to present her great grandnephew Adam Santosuosso with a dictionary.

REPORT OF THE DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
FEBRUARY 1, 2016 
TOWN OF SOUTH HAMPTON, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


The 2016 Deliberative Session was held in the town of South Hampton in the County of 
Rockingham, in the state of New Hampshire, on the 1st day of February 2016. Moderator Sharon 
Somers called the meeting to order at 7:30 PM. 


Sharon Somers introduced members of the school district: School Board members Kim Molin 
(chair), Nancy Considine, and Rebecca Burdick; Emily Kime, School District Clerk; SAU#21 
Superintendent, Robert Sullivan; and William Hickey, Business Administrator. Also attending were 
Budget Committee members Dennis Blair and Daniel Mahoney. It was noted that School District 
Attorney, Robert Cassasa will be arriving shortly and Barnard School Principal, Ken Darsney will be 
absent because of a death in the family. 


Sharon Somers briefly outlined the procedures under which she would run the meeting; she then 
addressed the warrant articles, reading each article and allowing discussion between each one. 


1. Shall the School District raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the 
amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first 
session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $1,874,160? Should this article be 
defeated, the default budget shall be $1,844,793, which is the same as last year, with 
certain adjustments required by previous action of the School District or by law; or the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to 
take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. (Majority vote required.) Note: 
Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any other warrant 
articles. 


The Article was read by Sharon Somers. Rebecca Burdick made a motion to place the Article on the 
ballot as read, seconded by Nancy Considine. 


Kim Molin presented the items comprising the operating budget, pausing to answer questions from 
the audience and to allow for any discussion. It was noted that the amount in Article 1 was 
recommended by both the School Board and the Budget Committee. The proposed total operating 
budget of $1,874,160 is a $233,420 decrease from the 2015-2016 operating budget. 


With no further discussion, and by a majority show of hands, Article 1 was moved to the ballot as 
stated. A move to restrict reconsideration was made by Rebecca Burdick and seconded by Nancy 
Considine. There was a majority show of hands agreeing to restrict reconsideration. 


2. To see if the School District will vote to approve the cost items included in the collective 
bargaining agreement reached between the South Hampton School Board and the Seacoast 
Education Association which calls for the following increases and reductions in salaries and 
benefits at the current staffing levels:

and further to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,006 for the 2016-17 school year, such 
sum representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits 
required by the new agreement over those that would be paid at current staffing levels in 
accordance with the current collective bargaining agreement. The School Board and the 
Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


The warrant was read by Sharon Somers. Kim Molin made a motion to place the Article on the 
ballot as read, seconded by Rebecca Burdick. 


The terms of the proposed contract included in the warrant, were presented by Nancy Considine. 
Without any questions, Article 2 was approved as stated by a majority show of hands. Kim Molin 
made a motion to restrict reconsideration, seconded by Rebecca Burdick. There was a majority 
show of hands agreeing to restrict reconsideration. 


3. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000 to be added 
to the existing Computer Technology Capital Reserve Fund, for the purpose of purchasing 
computer technology equipment? The School Board and the Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


A motion was made to place the Article on the ballot as read by Rebecca Burdick, seconded by Kim 
Molin. 


Nancy Considine reminded the audience that this appropriation was part of an on-going 3-year plan 
to purchase replacement computers for the Computer Lab. Without any questions, the motion was 
approved as stated by a majority show of hands. A motion was made by Rebecca Burdick to restrict 
reconsideration of Article 3, seconded by Kim Molin. The motion was approved by a majority show 
of hands. 


4. To see if the School District will vote to create a Tuition Stabilization Expendable Trust Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 198:20-c, to supplement the funding of high school tuition 
costs? Furthermore, to raise and appropriate $13,000 to be placed in the Tuition 
Stabilization Expendable Trust Fund and to name the School Board as agents to expend 
from this fund. The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend. this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 

The warrant was read by Sharon Somers. Nancy Considine made a motion to place the Article on 
the ballot as read, seconded by Kim Molin. 


Rebecca Burdick presented the Article. This new article would offset financial impacts and help to 
stabilize the tax rate associated with sending the current Fourth Grade class, containing 14 
students, to high school. When this class attends high school there will be a dramatic increase in

tuition payment. Barbara Knapp asked if this would be raise and appropriate. Sharon Somers 
answered yes. Denis Blair noted that the estimated increase would be about 6 students and the 
goal of the Tuition Stabilization Expendable Trust would be to cover the costs associated with half 


iS). 


With no further questions and by a show of hands, Article 4 as stated was approved. A motion to 
restrict reconsideration was made by Nancy Considine, seconded by Kim Molin. The motion was 
approved by a majority show of hands. 


5. To see if the School District will vote to create a Roof Expendable Trust Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 198:20-c, to repair or replace roofs on the South Hampton School District 
buildings? Furthermore, to raise and appropriate $25,000 to be placed in the Roof 
Expendable Trust Fund and to name the School Board as agents to expend from this fund. 
The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required.) 


Rebecca Burdick motioned to place the Article on the ballot as read, seconded by Nancy Considine. 
Kim Molin presented the Article. A roofing consultant, Advanced Roof Management (ARM), told 
the Board the gym roof should be replaced in 5 years. The roof has been leaking at the seam and 
temporary repairs have been done. ARM recommends an EPDM (rubber) roof to be retrofitted on 
top of the current roof. The current estimate, including consultant fees is approximately $80,000, 
with a 25-year warranty. The Board would like to have the roof fixed in the next 3-4 years. The 
main school roof has the potential for needing replacement in the next 5-10 years. The money in 
the warrant could be used for any roof at Barnard School. This warrant is raise and appropriate. 


Denis Blair stated this year’s budget is down $233,000, which is a decrease of 11% from last year. If 
all of the proposed warrant articles are passed, there would still be a decrease of 8% compared to 
last year’s budget. 


Judy Shivik asked if there is a separate fund for building issues. Kim Molin said there is a building 
maintenance expendable trust that can only be used for unanticipated building expenses. Since the 
Board is anticipating having to fix the roof they want to budget for it. Barbara Knapp asked what 
expenses have been taken out of building maintenance expendable trust this year. Bill Hickey 
replied repairs made to the gym roof, school roof, Van Bokkelen wing, drainage ditch around the 
Van Bokkelen wing, PA system, and emergency lights. Kim Molin said all of those things came mid 
year and were not budgeted for in the 2015-2016 budget. 


With no further questions and by a show of hands, Article 5 was approved as stated. A motion to 
restrict reconsideration was made by Rebecca Burdick, seconded by Nancy Considine. The motion 
was approved by a majority show of hands. 


6. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate up to $15,000 to be added to 
the existing School Building Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund, with such amount to be 
funded from the June 30, 2016 unassigned fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 
2016? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required.) 


(This sum is to come from unassigned fund balance and no amount to be raised from 
taxation.) 
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Kim Molin motioned to place the Article on the ballot as read, seconded by Nancy Considine. Becky 
Burdick presented the Article and noted the current balance is $34,292 and the target balance is 
$150,000. 


Without any questions, Article 6 as stated was approved by a majority show of hands. A motion 
was made by Kim Molin to restrict reconsideration, seconded by Nancy Considine. The motion was 
approved by a majority show of hands. 


7. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate up to $10,000 to be added to 
the existing Special Education Expendable Trust Fund, with such amount to be funded from 
the June 30, 2016 unassigned fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 2016? The 
School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required.) 


(This sum is to come from unassigned fund balance and no amount to be raised from 
taxation.) 


Rebecca Burdick motioned to place the Article on the ballot as read, seconded by Kim Molin. Nancy 
Considine presented the Article saying the fund is for unanticipated costs for special needs students 
or testing that may come up that is not in budget, such as if a new student moved to Town. The 
fund is currently at $135,291; the SAU recommends the fund to be at $300,000. 


Warrants 6 and 7 are funded by unexpended funds left at the end of this school year. Warrant 6 
would be funded first, and then warrant 7 if funds are available. 


Without any questions, Article 7 as stated was approved by a majority show of hands. A motion 
was made by Rebecca Burdick to restrict reconsideration of Article 7, seconded by Kim Molin. The 
motion was approved by a majority show of hands. 


Sharon Somers addressed the public stating all articles are concluded. She opened the floor up for 
further business. 


Daniel Mahoney asked the Board if there was any discussion to remove this meeting from SB2 
format and instead have it in town meeting format so the public could be educated on what the 
warrants include. Kim Molin said it has not been discussed at the Board level, but she has heard 
people in Town discussing that and it is something the Board will look into. 


With no further business, Sharon Somers asked for a motion to adjourn at 8:37 PM. A motion was 
made by Rebecca Burdick, seconded by Denis Blair. Motion was approved by a show of hands.

Our schools continue to provide our students with the 
educational opportunities necessary to succeed in high school and beyond. 


All SAU#21 communities share the enthusiasm and commitment necessary to provide the resources our 
students need to develop as life-long learners. 


Leading each community’s efforts to support our students’ needs are the members of our five school 
boards. Each of the twenty-three (23) school board members provide the leadership necessary to meet 
the mission of the New Hampshire School Boards Association to promote excellence in public education 
for all New Hampshire children. 


As you review your community's Annual Report you will find stories describing our students’ 
achievements that have been prepared by building principals or board chairs. The success of our 
students cannot occur without the support of all members of our communities. This continued support 
is deeply appreciated. 


The SAU#21 Educational Philosophy states: 


“We, the members of the SAU#21 educational community, are committed to developing life-long 
learners and critical thinkers and who contribute to a changing global society. The SAU#21 educational 
community consists of students, teachers, parents, administrators, school board members and the 
community-at-large working collaboratively towards this mission.” 


Providing our students and staff with the support necessary to meet the SAU#21 educational philosophy 
is the primary focus of your SAU#21 Central Office staff. Support is provided through 

e Educational Leadership 

e Curriculum, Instruction and Assessment 

e Human Resources 

e Financial (including payroll, accounts payable, accounts receivable and budgeting) 

e Technology Support 


These services are provided to our five school districts (Hampton Falls, North Hampton, Seabrook, South 
Hampton and Winnacunnet). 


For the 2015-16 school year there are 14 employees (11 full time and 3 part time) working in the 
SAU#21 Central Office providing services to our five school districts. 


Over the past several years through the leadership and guidance of the SAU#21 staff the following issues 
have been addressed to support our districts: the Affordable Care Act which requires a multitude of new 
reporting requirements and standards; contract negotiations; changes in student nutrition regulations; 
LGC Surplus Refunds to employees past, present and retirees; Capital Improvement Plans; bidding 
requirements and documents; building addition/renovation projects; coordination of teacher appraisal 
system; and professional development. 


Other areas that are managed by the SAU#21 staff include: emergency response; annual meeting 
preparation; annual school district reports; monthly meeting agenda and packet preparation; policy 
review; assistance with legal matters and concerns; and citizen and staff inquiries. In order to support 
the five districts, SAU#21 staff remain up to date and informed regarding changes (such as 
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educational, financial, legal) that will have or may possibly impact the students and staff of all districts. 


Our SAU#21 Central Office assists in the management and oversight of: 
e 531 staff (presently under contract) 
e Approximately 242 temporary staff (e.g. substitutes, coaches) 
e 2,555 students (as of October 2015). 
e Five school district budgets and the SAU budget with a combined total of $53,609,269 in 
2015-16. 
e Coordination and administration of Federal Grants totaling $1,175,751 in 2015-2016.

2nd). Two separate full day workshops /over 400 teachers from New England Area attended (K- 
12 teachers from SAU#21). Mathematics focus for elementary, middle and high school teachers 
(including Special Education). Positive Impact for all who attended (feedback, reflections & 
teacher’s letter to parents). Minimal cost to districts as donations and other teachers attended 
from across New England. Books were purchased with donations for all attending teachers (no 
cost to districts). 


3) KEEPERS: (Kids Eager for Engineering Programs with Elementary Research-based Science) Week- 
long, half-day summer engineering program for students in grades 2-5 taught by SAU#21 
teachers at Barnard School, July 13217-2015; Eighteen students attended, extensive wait list. 


4) Professional Development Days 
Curriculum Collaboration between and across schools through Vertical Teams and workshops. 
Performance Plus training for Vertical Teams and other faculty with state trainers - large 
attendance. Vertical Teams Collaboration: Rubrics, Data Performance, Competencies, SLO’s & 
Goal-setting. Special guest presenters to assist specific vertical teams - Heath & Physical 
Education, Visual Arts 


5) SAU#21 Wide Program Development and Implementation 
Induction & Mentoring: Pilot year with New Teachers: Orientation held in August, 2015 with 
ongoing workshops focused on a book study with Carol Dweck’s Mindset. 
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SAU#21 Appraisal System & Professional Learning Program implemented and modified for all 
professional staff at all schools. Multiple Observations to increase administrative coaching of all 
staff and student growth objectives for teacher use of evidence. 
Advanced the use of Google Docs by Vertical Teams and Committees to share and co-construct 
documents. Going Google Workshop held for Elementary Users. 


6) Emergency Preparations Ongoing 

Reunification Process developed and being fine-tuned by Building Administrators. Completed & 
Updated 240 Emergency Flip Charts with new Incident Command Charts for all schools (new 
administrators) and replaced in classroom Emergency Back Packs. Updated staff inventory 
report of skills for each school to include cell phone numbers. Continued work with the NH- 
Homeland Security & Emergency Management Department and _ individual Emergency 
Operations Centers for early release of students to parents in case of community incident. This 
is now cited in the new EPZ calendars.

Where they utilize their strengths as our teacher experts

BARNARD SCHOOL 2015 PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Dear South Hampton Community Members, 


On behalf of the entire Barnard School Staff, Students, and their Families we extend thanks to the South 
Hampton Community for your continued generous support of the academic, cultural, social, emotional, 
and physical development of your most precious resource, the children who will shape our future. The 
following are some highlights of 2015 and some predictions of future activities and initiatives to 
enhance our learning environment. 


By far the greatest accomplishment of the year was the construction of our new Science Lab Classroom. 
The South Hampton Facilities Committee spent the last 2-plus years developing a plan and researching 
all the options that resulted in a state-of-the-art facility to accommodate Next Generation Science 
Standards \earning for K-8 students. The process exemplified the school’s vision: “Create a school that 
continues the atmosphere and character of Barnard School which includes strong academics, a center 
of community focus, and an emphasis on the development of the whole person. The vision will be 
funded through creative financial planning both public and private.” Funding sources included a 
generous commitment from the Barnard Trust, created by 


Benjamin Barnard in his 1828 will for “the support of instructing children of both sexes, above seven 
years of age, belonging to said town, in literature, science, and morality.” There were also funds from 
the original construction of the school, federal and private grant monies, and a “GoFundMe” page. 
Meridian Construction completed the project on time and budget with minimal disruption of our 
summer cleaning and repairs. The students and staff are delighted with the finished product and 
anyone in the community is welcome to drop by for a tour. Thank you so much all who were involved! 


In the 2014 school year we introduced a Reconfiguration Plan and continued the design so it’s now 
referred to as simply “Configuration.” From K-1 (am), 2 (am), 1-2 (pm), 3-4, with 5-8 as Middle School 
we became K-1, 2-3, 4-5, with 6-8 as Middle School. This change has resulted in many benefits such as 
co-taught classes, allowing first graders to remain all day in the same classroom, and fifth graders in a 
self-contained classroom with Middle School support. In the second year we have enhanced the 
collaboration between Grades 4-5 and the Middle School with even higher levels of instruction and 
academic rigor. 


This year was again one of major staffing changes. Mrs. Diane Sheckells, after a number of years of 
incredible service as our art teacher, decided to retire and we will miss her greatly. Ms. Leah Nelson has 
joined us to fill that position. Mr. Frank Brunette, who had been granted a 2-year leave of absence to 
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pursue his dream to work with Trashcan Lid Productions, an anti-bullying artist-in-residence program 
regretfully decided to leave us and stay with his dream. Ms. Lydia MacDonald, who was our chosen 
candidate in that position and was a great addition last year was asked to remain in that position. Mrs. 
Kathleen Wooten, after several years as our Music and Band Teacher, decided in the spring to pursue 
other interests. Mrs. Julie Sullivan, joined us taking over the position and has stayed on adding Chorus 
to our programming. Our School Counselor, Mrs. Melinda Avellino, after 2 wonderful years splitting her 
time between here and Fremont was granted a full-time position in Fremont. |am pleased to announce 
that Ms. Laurie Conley, who serves as our Home to School Coordinator, has added this additional role 
to her duties. 


Academics, of course, are our number one responsibility here at Barnard School and we take them very 
seriously. We are continuing with the implementation of the College and Career Ready Frameworks 
(otherwise known as Common Core) in Math, Reading and Writing, and the K-8 adoption and 
implementation of Next Generation Science Standards. Several teachers have spent the last year 
looking at Readers-Writer’s Workshop as a model to reinforce literacy instruction and reading and 
writing particularly in the important content areas. 


We continue to use NWEA (Northwest Educational Association) nationally normed and standardized 
testing to drive instruction in Mathematics, Reading, Writing, and Science and have continued testing of 
all students grades 1-8 in Fall to access the MAP (Measures of Academic Progress) feature. In addition 
we use AlMSweb as an assessment for Reading and Math to facilitate grouping and individualization. In 
the spring of 2015 our students in grades 3-8 for the first time participated in SBAC (Smarter Balanced 
Assessment Consortium) testing in Mathematics and Reading, and English Language Arts. Grades 4 and 
8 also took the NECAP Science test in this past Spring. | am pleased to announce that our students’ 
performance in Reading, Math, Writing, and Science continues to be significantly above the state and 
national averages. We painstakingly analyze statewide SBAC individual and class results to make certain 
that our students are equipped with the tools and skills for current and future learning. Our teaching 
staff participates in District-sponsored and outside workshops and seminars to avail themselves with 
cutting-edge teaching skills and to be fully aware of best practice in all aspects of their instruction. 


Field trips are an essential enrichment experience here at Barnard and, thanks to the efforts of Mrs. 
Sheckells, in 2015 our students in Grades K-8 traveled to the Currier Museum where students visited the 
world renowned M.C. Escher Exhibit. On other trips students in Grades K-3 climbed Mount Major (with 
an army of accompanying chaperones), and grades 4-8 scaled the challenging Mount Monadnock. | am 
pleased to report that the staff accommodated my schedule so | could attend all 3 trips! 


Volunteers have been an essential part of Barnard’s Culture from many years before | arrived in the fall 
of 2012. PTA serves Monday Pizza and Friday Subs with huge participation. Mrs. Knapp delivers reading 
assessments in the upper grades. Parents are in the classrooms on a daily basis and there is always help 
making copies, bulletin boards, and for classroom celebrations. 


Speaking of the Barnard PTA, they continue to be a major positive influence and a generous supporter 
of school activities. In the Spring the entire school participated in Odds Bodkin’ Golden Rule 
performance. They sponsor events like their Blaze the Trail 5K and Fall Festival to build community and 
fundraise to support programming. They are always there with refreshments and support for every 
school-sponsored event. The Book Fair, twice yearly, allows parents to buy books for their children and 
provides hundreds of dollars for teachers to do the same for classrooms. The Bradford Ski and 


Snowboard Program is a highlight of winter activity for students, parent chaperones, Ms. MacDonald 
who joined in this year, and myself, of course! 
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As far as the future is concerned we have much to look forward to as we look at ways to enhance our 
students’ learning. This is the third year of our comprehensive library plan and we will continue to work 
with the South Hampton Library to provide the best services for students while looking at our own 
facility and catalogued collections. This year our collections continue to be merged, with online access, 
for our students and library patrons. Technology has been an increased focus to prepare our 21” 
Century Classrooms and we intend to meet the increased responsibility to prepare our students for the 
demands of high school, higher education, and the work force. Our partnership with VLACS (Virtual 
Learning Academy Charter School) has been expanded beyond Spanish to allow choice for our 7“ and 
ao graders to pursue other academic and enrichment courses. In addition we have 8" grade students 
doing independent study in Freshman Algebra under Mr. Szeliga’s direction.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
2015 


The South Hampton School Board has had a busy 2015. We have continued our positive collaboration 
with community members, town officials, SAU#21 administration and Barnard school staff, with the 
focus being on the growth and well-being of our students. 


We are pleased to report that the Science Lab renovation was completed over the summer of 2015. | 
would like to extend an enormous thank you to the members of the Long Range Facilities Committee 
who worked for two years to see this project come to fruition. The project entailed renovating the 
existing science classroom into a room that has continued to operate as a classroom as well as a grade k- 
8 science lab. This has allowed us to more readily meet the requirements of the Next Generation 
Science Standards and has given our students “hands on” access to science in a way that was not 
previously possible. We would also like to thank the Barnard Trust, Intermec Foundation, New England 
BioLabs and the individual donors whose generous financial contributions and support made this project 
possible. 


We have spent a large part of 2015 addressing maintenance items at the school. Our “new” school is 
now over 15 years old and has begun to show some signs of age. The School Board feels strongly that it 
is our responsibility to maintain the buildings and grounds to ensure the safety of our students and staff, 
as well as to protect the significant investment the town has made in the facility. In May 2015, it was 
brought to the attention of the School Board that the metal gymnasium roof had begun to leak along its 
center seam, as well as around a roof vent. Temporary repairs have been made to stop the immediate 
leaking. Further repair work will be completed in the spring of 2016 once the temperatures are warm 
enough to allow the repair application to properly adhere to the metal. Several roofing professionals 
have been involved in the process of trying to determine the cause of the leaking and the best long-term 
solution. During this process, we have learned that the pitch of the gymnasium roof is not steep enough 
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to allow water/snow to easily run off. In the winter months, as moisture freezes on the roof, ice has 
begun to pull apart the center roof seam allowing moisture to penetrate the building. While temporary 
repairs have/are being made, unfortunately it appears that a more substantial repair and very possibly a 
roof replacement will need to occur in the near future. We will continue to consult with roofing 
professionals early in 2016 to develop a plan and determine the costs involved. | would like to again 
thank the Long Range Facilities Committee who has now begun to help us work through finding the best 
solution to this problem. Finally, we have also addressed some leaks that were occurring on the main 
school building, and also completed carpentry work on some of the siding and windows which had 
begun to rot and leak as well. 


As a result of exceptional teaching practices and community support, Barnard School continues to be 
recognized as a top performing school district. Teaching and working in a small district poses unique 
challenges for our staff. Each of our staff members at Barnard School is required to wear multiple 
“hats.” Their jobs are not easy ones and we would like to acknowledge and thank them for their 
amazing dedication to our students and community. They are what make Barnard School such a 
wonderful place to learn and grow. 


The School Board meets the first Wednesday of the month at 5:30 pm at Barnard School. We welcome 
all those who wish to attend.
